"I jumped into a dory and pulled 


as quickly as possible- to tlie scene. Ii 
was a tough row against the wind and 
when I got there, four bodies had al- 
read> been raken ashore. I saw five 
other bodies floating on tht surface. 
I succeeded in getting two 
of the 


forms into my i>oat and pulled quickly 
to the shore. I took Them out of the 
boat, placed them on the rocks and 
then commenced the work of resusci- 
tation. I had labored on them for fully 
half an hour when I recognized one 
of them as my sister Ena. This dis- 
covery robbed me of my strength for 
a minute or two,, but I was at it again 
and -did not desist until the physicians 
told me that my efforts were in vain."

The Boat Located. 


At daylight this morning a small 


fleet of dories manned by fishermen 
were on the scene of the disaster of 
the day before, equipped with grap- 
pling irons and other 
paraphernalia 


used in the recovery of bodies from 
the water. Although the sea sweeps 
by the point with considerable force, 
it was thought that perhaps some of 
the missing bodies were entangled in 
the boat. As the Merryconeag came 
in by the point at 9:30 o'clock, word, 
was shouted to Captain Stanley that 
the whaleboat had been located and, 
would probably be raised to the sur- 
face before night. 


By Cable to the Herald. 


Isles of Shoals, July 18, 2 p. m.—* 


The whaleboat has been located by 
the fishermen and shortly after noon 
the grappling irons 
pulled up 
the 


sail-s of the cralt. No bodies have 
been recovered, but it is thought that 
some are entangled in the boat. The 
boat is in about sixty feet of 
water. 


Diver Hurley of Portsmouth has been 
sent for and will come out on 
the 


night boat- 


He will probably not attempt the 


search for bodies today, but will be on 
the scene bright and 
early 
in the 


morning. 


The terrible disaster at the Isles of 


Shoals on Thursday afternoon has 
been the only topic discussed in Ports- 
Portsmouth today. The commnuit has 
hardly begun to recover 
irom 
the 


shock. No more bodies have been re- 
covered, but an untiring search is be- 
ing kept up. The whaleboat, 
grim, 


relic of the awful 
affair, has been 


found. Of the nine bodies brought to 
this city on the Merryconeag. all but 
one have been claimed by relatives or 
close friends and provision made for 
their shipment today or tomorrow. It 
has been a trying day for Undertaker 
Nickerson and his assistants. 
His 


rooms oa Daniel street 
have 
been 
v 
sought by many tearful ones, and the 
morgue has been the scene of the 
moht touching reunions between the 
living and the dead. Quite a throng 
of people have haunted the vicinity of 
tlie establishment since morning, but 
they have regarded the comings and 
goings of the sorrowing visitors only 
with sympathizing glances. 


Waiting at the Wharf. 


The scene at Appledore wharf this 


morning at 10:30 when the steamer 
Merryconeag came in was a particu- 
arly sad one. Mrs. Miles, the wife of 
Skipper Fred Miles, and several of her 
grown-up daughter:, 
weie 
present 


awaiting the arrival of the husband 
and father.. A brother of Laura Gil- 
more stood impatiently on the cap of 
the wharf awaiting the arrival of hi& 
sister. Hattie, who did not accompany 
I.>aura on the boating trip. Three stall 
wart Adams boys were present 
to 


comfort the heartbroken sister, Ella, 
and extend a warm hand clasp to the 
brave brother, Oliver, who recovered 
two of the bodies, one of whom proved 
to be tliat ol his si'stor, Kna. 


As the gang plank was run out. 


the mail messenger racod ashore and 
then the crow of the boat assisted to 
the wharf the little gathering of be- 
reaved ones. 


First came Rlla Adams, supported 


by her brother and a female friend. 
Her brothers tenderly placed her in a 
carriage and 
said 
to .tho 
driver, 


"Homo." 


The w<'iither-l)cnten visage of Skip- 


per Fred Miles was next .seen. Hie 
tall lorni w»us Ix'iit with 1,01 row. .is he 
.slowly walked the plank and placed 
an arm around the waist of a weep- 
IIIR daughter, who rushed up t'> him. 
"Don't cry, donr," said lie in a husky 
voiro. Then his wife and several other 
daughters clustered around him and 
born him away. 


Hattie Gilmore, weeping hysterical- 


y and clasped in bhe arms of Alice 
Haggmy. was led ashore. Her 'broth- 
er hurried her to a hack in waiting 
and her convulsive sobbing caused a 
suspicious moisture to appear in the 
eyes of many. 


Skipper Miles' Statement. 


Skipper Fred Miles came in from 


the Shoals this morning, and immedi- 
ately went to his home at No. 2 Hunk- 
ing street, where lie was seen by a 
Herald reporter. 


His attention was 
called 
to tho 


statement that the boat which carried 
out the ill-fated party on Thursday 
afternoon was overloaded, and in nd 
condition to imeet a squall. Skipper 
Miles stated that such was not the 
case. "A whale boat of that size," 
said he, "lias carried forty people and 
could not be overloaded with only 
seventeen. 


"I cannot feel that I am in any way 


to blame for the accident." he con- 
tinued, "and it was no fault 
of the 


boat She had been put in first class 
order this spring and was thoroughly 
tight and seaworthy. The carpenters 
who did the work on the boat said 
that she wa? capable of carrying al- 
most any number of people. 


"When we 
went out 
from 
the 


Oceanic wharf the weather was thick 
and threatening, but there was noth- 
ing to indicate a squall. In fact, I told 
the young ladies ot the party 
that 


while there might be a little rain, I 
did not think there 
would be 
any 


heavy winds for several hours. There 
was a brisk breeze all the afternoon 
but I really did not think there was 
any danger. 


"The squall, which brought with it 


both wind and rain, took me entirely 
by surprise. I tried to reef the sail 
when I saw it coming but 
I did not 


have time. The boat fell dead when 
the flurry struck us, and then turned 
bottom up like a flash. No man ever 
could 
have 
prevented 
the 
acci- 


dent. It was unavoidable. 


"In all my exixrience, and I have 


had a long one, I have never known 
a catastrophe so terrible. It has com- 
pletely unnerved me. I almost wish 
that I had been drowned 
myself so 


that I could not remember it. 1 have 
neither eaten nor slept since the ac- 
cident occurred and I do not know 
when I shall be able to do eitther." 


Skipper Miles is almost prostrated. 


The horror of the affair scorns to have 
overcome him. His eyes are red and 
swollen, evidently from weeping, and 
his general appearance is eloquent of 
grief and dlspair. 


This was the first authentic inter- 


view which any reporter had secured 
from Skipper Miles, although one or 
two other papers this morning printed 
what purported 
to be 
statements 


made by him. He was quite too badly 
used up on Thursday night to talk for 
publication. 


"It Was Terrible." 


Hardened as he is to such scenes, 


even Dr. Shapleigh was affected. "It 
was terrible," he said, "terrible. There 
were all those young women In the 
full bloom of health, enjoying their 
work and having a vacation, suddenly 
thrust right out of the lives of their 
relatives and griends. My duty was1 


simple and it was quickly performed. 
There was nothing to do but declare 
death due to accidental drowning. I 
hope and pray that my position will 
never again call me to suth a terrible 
event." 


Had Fine Educations. 


All of the employes of the Oceanic 


were popular with the guests. They 
were not table girls as one might un- 
derstand the word; most of them had 
fine educations. The head waiter a 
pleasant, gentlemanly 
chap, 
bright 


and courteous. was adding to his edu- 
cation fund. He was a student in the 
Harvard Law school. Charles Rams- 
dell, manager of the hotel, could hard- 
ly credit the report that first reached 
him. 
"I can't believe it," he said, "it 


is too awful." He hurried over to Ap- 
pledore and assisted in the identifica- 
tion of the bodies. The tears came to 
his eyes. 


Sank Very Rapidly. 


At the place where the accident oc- 


curred there is a depth of fiO feet ot 
water and as the boat was 
heavily 


ballasted she sank very rapidly after 
the first water came over her 
side. 


Miles acted promptly and let go the 
sail as soon as the boat was struck, 
but to no avail. 


Had Warning. 


Previous to the party s leaving the 


wharf they were warned that it was 
rather rough for such a big crowd, al- 
though, while the boat was crowded, 
it was not as much so as during Uni- 
tarian week, when twenty-five people 
were carried fiom island to island in 
this same boat. 


Evidence of Skill. 


This is tho first drowning accident 


at tho Isles of Shoals in 
over 
ten 


years, and the quickness with which 
the bodies were recovered gives evi- 
dence of the skill of the 
fishermen 


who man the boats about the Islands.

It was with difficulty that 
she was led away. 


A Sad Errand. 


J. E. Conley of Maiden, Mass.. came 


to this city this morning to claim th« 
body of Bessie Chase, having been 
misled by a report in one of the Bos- 
ton papers, stating that the body of 
Miss Chase had been recovered. He 
was told at the undertaking rooms 
that the report was incorrect, and 
came into the Herald office to verify 
the statement. When convinced that 
the body was still lying at the bottom 
of the ocean Mr. Conley completely 
broke down. 


He said that he was a close friend 


of the family and added that 
Miss 


Chase's mother was frantic. The un- 
fortunate young lady was 
a school. 


teacher in Maiden. Her father, who 
is dead, was for many years a sea 
captain, running to the South Afri- 
can coast.

AN OLD-TIME HORROR. 


Boating Disaster in the Harbor Sev- 


enty-seven Years Ago. 


Double Funeral Sunday. 


The funeral of Ena and Hay Adams 


will be held Sunday afternoon from 
the Adamb homestead at 65 
Marcy 


street. Besides the two dead girls the 
family consists of Emma, 
wife 
of 


Rienx.i Ridge; Ella, housekeeper at 
the Oceanic; Alice, clerk in H. C. Hop- 
kin's store, and four brothers, George, 
Rufus Oliver and Joseph. 


The ifTribl*- accident at the Isles of 


Shoals on Thursday afternoon, 
by 


which fourteen persons 
lost their 


lives, recalls vividly 10 the memories 
of our very oldest residents a very 
similar boating disaster 
which oc- 


curred at J.he entrance to the harbor 
more than three-quarters of a century 
ago. by which seven lives were lost, 
and which, until 
the accident ol 


Thursday, was the cause of more 
deaths than any other boating acci- 
dent ever known in this vicinity. 


This old-time horror 
is given a 


paragraph in Adams' 
"Annals 
of 


Portsmouth." and in an old copy of 
the "Portsmouth Weekly Magazine." 
of date June 30. 1825, we find the 
particulars given. 


The party on whom the disaster fell 


had been, at the Shoals for the day, 
by invitation of Edwin Baxter Steev- 
fcus, principal 
of the 
Lancasterian. 


school, going out in the pilot boat of 
John Veazey. an experienced 
pilot; 


and it was on the return, trip .between 
tnree and four o'clock in the after- 
noon, that the boat was cap-sized by. 
a sudden flaw of wind while tacking 
at the mouth of the harbor, and sank 
almost instantly, all on board being 
drowned. An Eliot fisherman, named 
Whittem. who was not far away when 
the accident happened, made all pos- 
sible haste to reach the spot, but was 
unable to render any aid. None of the 
bodies were ever recovered, nor was 
any wreckage from the sunken pilot 
boat ever seen. 


Those who perished, besides 
Mr. 


Steevens, -were: John Veazey, an ex- 
perienced pilot and boat sailer, master 
of the boat; Horace B. Morse, in- 
structor in. the Latin school at tha 
Academy; 
Samuel 
Gardner, 
mer- 


chant, previously an editor of the New 
Hampshire Gazette; George Cushman, 
eleven years old, and John S. Cush- 
man, 
twelve years old, sons of Sam- 


uel 
Cushman. 
a 
prominent 
and 


wealthy lawyer; and a boy named 
Moses Long, who was assistant to 
Capt. Veazey in managing the boat. 
Owing to the prominence of several 
of the victims of this disaster in the 
literary and social life of the town, 
and the wide personal acquaintance 
of all, the sad affair shadowed the en- 
tire town with gloom, and it was 
many months before it passed gradu- 
ally away. One still 
living, whose 


memory of all this is yet keen, is the 
honored ex-city treasurer, Mr. Samuel 
P. Treadwell, whose brother was at 
that time a pupil in the Lancasterian 
school, and was one of the 
favored 


pupils invited by Mr. Steevens to par- 
ticipate in. the fatal outing. Young 
Treadwell was on the wharf shortly 
before the boat sailed, but went homa 
to get his coat, and when toe reached 
the. wharf again the boat 
and 
her 


doomed party had gone. 


It was on Wednesday, June 
22. 


1825. 
that CapL Veazey's boat and 


her party made their last trip. 


Well Known Here. 


The Gilmore sisters one of whom, 


Laura, was drowned, were well known 
here, particularly among the young 
people. They were both lively, viva- 
cious girls and made friends wherever 
they went. They were generally to 
be found in each other's company, but 
on this occasion Hattie did not go on 
the boating trip. The body of Laura 
will bo shipped to Exeter this aft^r- 
noon. 


It Is Ziolaouska. 


The' name of the young lady who 


was drowned in the Shoals catastro- 
phe Thursday afternoon, given, as 
Isabel Kaonskft, should be Ziolaouska. 
This wan learned 'by a Herald reporter 
through Miss Florence Dohorty, the 
young ladv who claimed the bodies of 
the Misses Bowes.

Get Better Covrs. 


Dairy Commissioner W. W. F. Mc- 


Connell says he has for many years 
boon advocating not more cows, but 
bettor onoa. The point is a forcible 
one. 
Itecords and tests which are in- 


controvertible show that one cow may 
produce nearly or quite twice ns much 
butter from n given quantity of food 
iis another cow. A man with the right 
kind of cows may be making a hand- 
some profit, while his neighbor, who 
feeds as well and gives as good care, Is 
losing money, the difference being whol- 
ly due to tho difference in tbe cows on 
the two farms. Tho sure way to ex- 
pand the dairy industry is to force 
home upon dairy farmers the knowl- 
edge which is essential to success. It 
is hard to «ay which is tbo more im- 
portant, tbe individual merit of tho 
cow or the food and caro given her. 
It is not necessary to consider their 
relative importance. Both factors are 
all important. Without good food and 
caro no cow will pay, and tbo best of 
food and care arc wasted when ghen 
to a poor cow.—Oregon Agriculturist. 


A Diilry Scliool'a Record. 


The practical and effective work of 


the dairy school of tho Ohio State uni- 
versity will bo seen at a glance when 
its record is made known. In brief, out 
of tho limited total of fifty admitted to 
the school thirty students arc now pre- 
pared to take permanent places in 
choose factories and creameries, and 
calls have already boon recehed for 
twenty of these young men. According 
to indications every graduate will find 
n place awaiting him at the close of 
the school.

TLe creaiu does 
not all coiae at once ^r coire with a 
rush, and two cream \:;ts will accom- 
modate two grades of ere.ini, permit- 
ting separate churning -and separate 
packing, with cuiniwrsiively li'.u-c* ad- 
ditional work. 


To- puy the same price for riiucid 


cream as for sweet cream is uiauiiVsi- 
ly unfair and ruinous to the whole 
business, says Creamery Journal. To 
absolutely reject all off grade- cream 
will improve the grade of butter made. 
But off flavored cream has some value, 
although less value than good cream. 
Only three things are possible—mix all 
together and damage the whole churn- 
ing, return the poor grade and lose the 
patronage and insure heavy loss to the 
patron, or grade and pay for each gra.de 
according to approximate value. 


It takes a man with a trained nose 


and trained taste to grade cream. 
It 


can be done by mechanical tests, but 
practically the human senses are to be 
relied upon, and a man without these 
.senses well developed is out of place 
in a creamery. 
We are speaking of 


gathered cream plants and believe that 
an ambition to get into the best class, 
best in honors and best in payment, 
can be stimulated among the patrons 
and that time put in showing the pa- 
tron how he can get there and stay 
there will be very profitably spent. 
This is something more than theory, 
for it has been made an accomplished 
fact in so many cases thnt it must be 
acknowledged to be practical. We do 
not mean that grading cream, holding 
In different vats and churning sepa- 
rately have become everyday prac- 
tices in creameries, but thnt keeping 
out the worst and churning It after- 
ward can be done and that rushing di- 
rect for the home of a patron with a 
road horse and road cart has done won- 
ders in improving the cream of those 
patrons. In all such cases the butter 
maker should not stop to argue or talk 
much, but speak to the point and leave 
at once without listening to excuses or 
recriminating palaver. 


Boys COTFB For Patrons. 


A Salem (Or.) creamery operator has 


entered upon a plan for the develop- 
ment of the dairy interest of bis neigh- 
hood. 
Whenever he finds an indus- 


trious farmer who desires to purchase 
cows for a dairy herd, but who has 
not sufficient capital, the creamery 
roan buys the necessary cows and then 
»ells them to the farmer, taking a 
mortgage. This plan has been prac- 
ticed previously by creamery men, not- 
ably large companies operating in Kan- 
sas, and has been found successful. 


A hitherto unknown element in milk, 


a now ferment, has been discovered, 
called galactose, which is proving of 
value in tho ripening of cheese. Tin; 
properties of tuib ferment are similar 
to the secretion of the pancreatic orgrfn 
in the human body. Old cheese is pro- 
digested food, and the digestiuu is 
wrought by the galactose. It was 
found that the galactose would go on 
working at very low temperatures, 
temperatures at which bacteria were 
practically inert. Cheese was put into 
refrigerators 
nnd 
kept 
frozen 
for 


months. 
Other choose was kept just 


above the freezing point. It was found 
that tho finest cheese is cured nt from 
40 to 45 degrees P. 
Practical cheese 


manufacturers hnd maintained that 30 
degrees was the lowest temperature 
at which cheese could be1 worked with- 
out becoming bitter and worthless. Tho 
new discovery will, it is believed, revo- 
lutionize cheese manufacture, doing 
away with all curing rooms, tho cheese 
being sent directly to tho refrigerator.— 
Scribiior's Magazine. 


Geneva InvcstlKSitlng. 


The Geneva experiment station is 


considering tho causes that produce tho 
ripening of choose. The enzymes are 
the agents that break down tho protein 
compounds and make cheese digestible 
by tho 
human 
.stomach, 
liacterial 


changes seem to bo intimately connect- 
ed with chemical changes, nnd until the 
processes arc known little progress can 
be made in scientific cheosemaking. 
Without this light advances will bo 
mndo, but they will bo more accidental 
than planned. Without this knowledge 
we find it practically impossible to de- 
velop cheese of uniform quality .—Dairy 
World. 


A Convenient (j^iooneltox.

Only War to Get Ml"< That Contain* 


Plenty of liSter Kat. 


There are so inauy requests for im- 


proved rations which will increase thu 
•juality of the milk and cream of dairy • 
cows that one m;i;ht be- convinced that 
our dairying is rapidly awakening to> 
the new order of things. But it naist 
be said that most of these inquiries 
voice a desire which, cannot be gniii- 
fied by any mixture of fe<HL 
They 


k that a feed bLull be deviled which 


will improve the richness and quality 
of their milk. Most of them have bt-t-u 
feeding fairly rich foods, and the cows 
have not been buffering from any lack 
of nourishing rations. The o:i!y an- 
swer to these rt-Hjuests must be that 
the cows must be changed and not the 
food, Xow. it is an excellent i-'i:;;g to 
have an idea! ration for dairy cows 
and to feed them consistently with it, 
but sucli a ration fed to poor cows 
would not yield any good results, says 
Dr. H. T. Morse. It might in the long 
run gradually improve the quality of 
the milk and cream, but not enough-to 
make the difference in the cost of thft 
food. If one wishes to use sucli aa 
ideal ration, he should also undertake 
to breed his herd up to a higher stand- 
ard. If he Is not willing to dispose 
of his cows for better stock, he must 
at least Introduce new blood every 
year. Tbe herd must be headed by a 
fine bull, which will bring up the 
standard of averages, BO that the ideal 
ration can produce Its best results. 


There are plenty who maintain that 


It is impossible materially and per- 
niaasctly to change the percentage of 
fat in a cow's milk by improved feed- 
ing rations. Unquestionably this has 
given a good deal of dissatisfaction 
and caused a good deal of discourage- 
ment in many quarters. But it should 
not 
Temporarily improved rations 


may show a change for the better in 
the fat of the milk, but it is small and 
not permanent 
Consequently those 


who have tried it and *ound that there 
was no continuous improvement gave 
up tbe work and fejl back into old con- 
ditions. There Is only one thing to say 
to such men. It is necessary often to 
change the cows first and then change 
the feed. Doing the latter without tho 
former will often produce no good re- 
sults. 


"Wet o*> Dry Teats. 


It Is a little surprising, but it is nev- 


ertheless true, that we are in receipt 
of an Inquiry from a dairj'man as t* 
whether it is better to milk with wet 
or dry teats. We bad supposed that 
this question was settled in the inintl 
of practically every dairyman worthy 
of the name, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
It is not only a filthy practice to wet 
the teats, but it is liable to produce 
chapped conditions. If for any reason, 
the teat needs a little lubricating, use 
a small quantity of vaseline for that 
purpose and under no circumstances 
whatever attempt to milk with, wet 
teats. 


A cattle buyer looking for "butcher 


stuff" came along the other day and 
offered us at the rate of $31.00 per 
bead for throe of our poorest milk 
cows. Xo sooner said than done, and 
the Mud Lake farm was minus three 
of its low gi»do milkers. Wo reasoned 
out of the dairy philosophy that if it 
paid to got rid of tho low grade milk 
cows at any price it surely would pay 
to get rid of thorn al $51.00 per bead, 
says D, A. Kent of the Iowa dairy 
commission. 


This is a great year to weed out the 


unprofitable milk cow. She is worth 
more for beef-at present than she e\or 
soils for as a milker. The poor milker 
can bo sold for enough money to buy a 
good one in the fall. Many nre taking 
advantage of the situation, and no 
doubt many more will do so ere the 
beef famine is broken. Tbe only dan- 
ger is that the farmers will soil their 
cows short and continue the shortage 
in butter until the good milk cow be- 
gins to perform in tbe price circle. Tbe 
dairy cow sustains the same relation 
to the rest of the cattle kind in tho fluc- 
tuation of prices as docs real estate to 
stocks and bonds-last to rise and last 
to fall. Wo would advise weeding out 
the old dairy maids nnd all cows that 
rnaJte no profit at the pail, but we 
would also drop a word of warning 
against selling the milking herd too 
close. 
Tbe present anomalous prices 


of beef nre very tempting, and one i.3 
liable to lot a pretty good milker go 
when half a hundred dollars is shaken 
in his face for just a common cow, in 
common flesh, weighing about 1.100 
pounds. Such usually bring ?23 or §30 
for beef. 


Bnylne American Covrs. 


The manager of the Co-operative 


Dairy association of Devonshire .Eng- 
land, has recently been in America 
buying milk cows. Speaking of his 
mission, he said:

In 17SO the lava beds 
were examined by a party of scien- 
tists, and It^yas found that a stick 
thrust into »„> crevices Instantly ig- 
nited, although there was no discom- 
fort experienced in walking on the 
hardened crust. 
Again some forty 


years after the eruption it was M&ited 
by scientists nud reported to be steam- 
ing in many places, and even eighty- 
seven years after the eruption two col- 
umns ot steaming vapor were found to 
be issuing from the cre^ ices. 
Some- 


times the upper crust of such a stream 
of lava coolb hO that plants and lichens 
find precarious growth ou the surface, 
while a fr>w feet beneath the lava is 
almost redhot.

the hotel, she sent a telegram to her 
parents, apprising them of her safey. 
They, as well as Miss Raitt'e many 
friends, were overjoyed to learn that 
she was not in the ill-fated party. 


HOW THE TIDINGS CAME. 


The firat tidings of the 
disaster 


reached this 
city 
shortly after 
5 


o'clock. It came in the form of a tel- 
egram to the purser of the 
Shoali 


steamer, M?erryconeag, Alvin Allen, 
who lives on Dennett street at Christ- 
ian Shore. 


Purser Allen was instructed 
that 


the excursion to Star island, planned 
for the evening, would be cancelled. 


This telegram was kept so secret 


that but Tery few people here 
in 


town had any intimation of the calam- 
ity. 


Consequently, in. the early evening 


those who were intending to go on 
the excursion proceeded to Appledore 
wharf, where the Merryconeag ties 
up, and waited for the boat to appear 
and take them aboard. 


About twenty minutes

o'clock, Purser Allen received anoth- 
er telegram, which directed^jfeSfci 
to 


S£cure a coroner from Kittery and an 
undertaker.

and Undertaker H. W. Nickerson was 
notified. 


The conorer arrived on this side of 


the river about half-past eight o'clock, 
Undertaker Nickerson immediately be- 
gan preparations for the trip to the 
Shoals. 


" 'WHEN THE SHIP CAME IN. 


The. young ladies and gxmtlemen 


employed at the Oceanic house had 
planned to give a dance on Thtiraday 
evening, and an excursion had been 
advertised from this city to the Shoals. 
The news of the accident

in such cases, and in consequence a

bodies of the victims were

brought to the city by the steamer on

cluded in the list of the dead. 


The 
lights 
of the 
approaching 


steamer were first descried by those 
standing on the edge of the 
wharf. 


The craft presented a decidedly fun- 
erel aspect as she came up to the 
wharf, in. startling contrast to her us- 
ual gay appearance. She carried only 
her three sailing lights, and the dark 
hull of the steamer was not seen at 
all until she was within a few hun- 
dred feet of the wharf. One bystander 
remarked in an awed voice, that she 
looked like a death, ship. 


A hush fell over the crowds as the 


steamer approached, the 
hysterical 


sobs of a young girl 
being 
almost 


the only sound. 


As the boat came alongside, a mem- 


ber of the crew called out that there 
would be no excursion and added: 


"Fourteen 
people 
have 
been, 


drowned off Star island!" 


His voice, in the general stillness 


prevailing, produced a startling effect. 


It soon became evident that 
the 


boat did not bring the bodies of the 
victims, and the crowd dispersed as 
quietly as it had assembled.
